PARIS, May 14.—Six persons, in- 
cluding an American and an English 
woman, were killed when a French 
Goliath airplane in the Paris-London 
passenger service crashed at Monsures, 
half way between Beauvais and 
Amiens, at 1:40 o’clock this afternoom, 
The smash ignited the gasoline tanks, 
setting fire te the wreckage, and the 
bodies were burned to a crisp.

Mrs. Juanita Bates of London, passen- 
gers, Chief of Operations Pierrot of 
Massageries Aeriennes, French Avia 
tion company; Pilot Lemen, a war vet- 
eran, and Mechanician Jobert are the 
dead. ‘i. : 
Cause of Crash Is Mystery. 

The cause of the accident probably 
never will be revealed, but as eyewit- | 
nesses ‘said the plane dropped like a 
plummet it is believed to have been 
engine trouble. 

The airplane left Paris at 11:30 this 
morning and was due at Croyden air- 
drome-at 2 o'clock, permitting a late 
luncheon in London.

Jamar, clerk of the United States Dis- 
trict court, and mother of Robert Jam- 
ar, Northwestern university student, a 
witness in the Mount inquiry, died at 
the Evanston hospital yesterday from 
burns received earlier in the day at 
fier home at 2523 Harrison § street, 
Evanston. 

There were no witnesses of the acci- 
dent in which Mrs. Jamar received her 
burns, but it was known that she was 
cleaning some clothes with gasoline. 
Apparently the gasoline fumes were in 
some way ignited. 

Mrs. H. D. Pettibone, 2519 Harrison 
street, heard Mrs. Jamar’s screams and 
ran to her assistance. She succeeded 
in putting out her burning clothing 
and Mrs. Jamar was at once taken to 
the hospital. 

Besides her husband and her son, 
Mrs. Jamar is survived by two daugh- 
ters, Margaret, 21 years old, and Mary, 
16 years old. *

Reports Seventeen Are Killed. 


Little Rock, Ark., May 15, 3 a. m.— 
Hot Springs is reported to have suf- 
fered a heavy loss by flood and fire late 
last night. One telephone message 
said that at least seventeen lives were 
lost. 

The flood was the result of a cloud- 
burst in the hills back of the city, fol- 
lowing a deluge of rain and a heavy 
windstorm which broke upon the city 
shortly after 6 o’clock. 

The fire which started soon after 
the flood, destroyed. one. whole block 
in the center of the city, according to 
the early reports. 

One of the buildings reported to 
have been burned was the Marquette

Appraisal of Fitch. 

Dr. Neymann also talked with Ros 
coe Conkling-Fiteh for two hotrrs and 
reached the conclusion that he was “a 
sphinx without a secret, a publicity 
seeker, puerile, and a boy who has 
been enchanted with the idea of com.

THE WRONG WAY TO 
AMEND. 


A subcommittee of the house judiciary commit- 
tee favors @ gateway amendment providing that 
the state constitution may be amended by an affirm- 


ative vote, not less than 35 per cent of the an 


number voting at the election, 

It is to be hoped this relaxation will not be ap- 
proved by the assembly. We recognize that our 
constitution needs numerovs amendments and that 
the present limitation’. upon amendment are too 
strict. We favor’ permitting several articles to be 
amended at once, But we do not think it will be 
beneficial to the state and its people to relax the 
conditions of popular vote, That is to put a pre- 
mium on minority legislation, group legislation, 
trank legislation. Much as our state constitution 
needs amen we would not purchase it at 
the expense of @bad precedent. Public indifference 
is unfortunate. Public inertia often retards de- 
sirable reforms. But it is not wise to try to pass 
around them, even for the sake of securing a law 
which might be approved ‘by all thoughtful cit- 
izens. The only.sound policy is to work to over- 
comé indifference and inertia. 

Proponents of this amendment, we think, forget 
that if a smaller vote will open the way to good 
measures, it will also open the way to bad, If the 
“people of Illinois: cannot ‘be sufficiently interested 
in a proposal to olter*their fundamental law to 
turn out a majority vote, we think the proposal 
should* fail. Laws should not be enacted without 
preponderant opinion back of them, and this espe- 
eially applies to constitutional laws,

Net revenue from. railway operations in 
1922, aggregating $68,854,713, exceeded 


that of any year since the record year 
1917, but was $4,514,954 less than in that 
year, it is disclosed by the annual report 
of the Southern Pacific company, made 
public yesterday. 

Net railway operating income for 1922 
totaled $46,222,846, an increase of more 
than $10,000,000 over 1921, and net income 
from the railroad property and proprie- 
tary companies combined totaled $32,- 
600,150, equivalent to $9.47 a share on the 
capital stock, compared with $30,618, 777, 
or $8.93 a share, in the previous year. 

The showing, despite the strikes of coal 
miners and shopmen during 1922, is ex- 
plained by Julius Kruttschnitt, chairman 
of the executive committee, by the fact 
that the company uses oil as fuel and a 
large percentage of the shopmen re- 
mained loyal. The direct cost of the

After applying $1,128,11 to sinking and 
other reserve funds the corporation 
transferred the sum of $31,472,034 to the 
credit of profit and loss in 1922. 

An increase of more than 70 per cent 
in the net railway operating income of 
the Northern Pacific for 1922 Over 1921 
is shown in the income account of the 
annual report, made public yesterday. 
Despite the increase in the operating in- 
come, attributed to an increase in the 
operating revenues of $1,538,007, and a 
decrease of $4,976,156 in operating ex- 
penses, the gross income of the corpora- 
tion is decreased $6,674,264.
